Most Important Move of Week 
in. Big Theatrical War 


Both Sides Lining Up Their 
Allies for Battle

New York, Dec. 22.—New develop- 
ments in the break between the Shu- 
_ berts and Klaw & Erlanger overshad- 

‘owed everything else of theatrical in- 
terest in New York this week. Both 
concerns have been busy lining up 
their allies and each have made pub- 
lic statements in which they claim 
the honor of having struck the first 
blow. The keenest note of bitterness 
is evidenced and it is apparent that 
a long and energetic struggle has been 
entered upon which will not readily 
lend itself to adjustment. 


Klaw & Erlanger Thursday struck 
a courtterblow at the Shuberts. Joined 
by their associates in the cities of 
Boston, Chicago and St. Louis, thru 
thetr attorney, David Gerber, they 
have brought suit against the ‘Shu- 
berts, Joseph L. Rhinock and Mrs. 
George B. Cox of Cincinnati for an 
accounting under the contracts that 
were existing between the parties in 
those cities. Papers were served on 
the various defendants Thursday. 


Mrs. Cox is the widow of the late 
political boss, who was one of the 
biggest financial backers of the Shu- 
berts. Rhinock is also a heavy backer 
of the firm. The Estate of Charles 
Frohman is an associate of Klaw & 
Erlanger in the three cities. In Bos- 
ton the Klaw & Erlanger allies are 
the Estate of William Harris and 
Charles J. Rich; in Chicago, Harry J. 
Powers and Will J. Davis. The firm 
is Without affiliation in St. Louis. 


When Lee Shubert was asked con- 
cerning this suit he declared it was an 
attempt to blind the eyes to the real 
facts in the controversy. He said: 

“They seek to cover up the fact 
that they owe us $60,000 in those 
three cities and in Philadelphia. We 
demanded the money in a letter writ- 
ten to Klaw & Erlanger and their as- 
sociates last Saturday, in which we 
said that if payment were not made 
by December 22 we would turn the 
matter over to our attorney, and in 
which we notified them that we 
elected to end the pools.

New York, Dec. 22.—According to 
an interview given out by Carl 
Laemmle, president of the Universal 
Film Manufacturing Company, “all is 
not gold that glitters” in the picture 
realm, and the public has been de- 
ceived as to real conditions because of 
a thick coating of camouflage which 
has concealed the true facts. While he 
speaks for the Universal he maintains 
that the same conditions probably ob- 
tain in other cases.

Rumored Miller Bros. After 
Title and Good Will 


Champion Will Probably Re- 
turn to Prize Ring 


Chicago, Dec. 22.—Jess Willard, 
chief factor of the Jess Willard-Buf- 
falo Bill Wild West, is out of the 
amusement game “for good and all,” 
according to a statement made to a 
Billboard representative shortly after 
his recent return to his Ravenswood 
home. The’ six-foot-some heavy- 
weight champion, who gained ever- 
lasting fame by mastering Jack John- 
son, may go back to prize fighting (his 
physical condition apparently better 
than ever) or may take a long rest 
with his wife and kiddies, but, ac- 
cording to his own announcement. 
there is little likelihood that he will 
again appear as the added feature of 
the big outdoor troupe of which he 
owned controlling interest. 


The live stock of the aggregation 
has been leased to the Government 
for war usage. Negotiations are now 
under way for disposing of the cars, 
and the rest of the paraphernalia lo- 
cated at Jacksonville, Fla. (from which 
point the huge  pugilist-showman 
“beat it back” to Chicago), will be 
gotten rid of as soon as possible. Just 
what will be done with the good will 
of the outfit is not yet known, tho it 
is rumored that one of the Miller 
Brothers is camping at Jacksonville 
confidentially informing his friends 
that he will bide his time until he’s 
enabled to purchase the good will at 
rock bottom.

PROVIDENCE, FOR FIVE YEARS 


Will Take Over New Theater January 1 and Pre- 
sent Big Productions There, Opening With Oh, 
Boy, January 7—Loew Vaudeville and Pic- 
tures Transferred to Emery Theater 


Providence, R. I., Dec. 22.—The Ma- 
jestic Theater, one of the best equipped 
houses in the city and probably in 
New England, has been leased for a 
period of five years to Col. Felix R. 
Wendelschaefer, manager of the Prov- 
idence Opera House, and an associate 
of the Shuberts in New York. 

The Shubert interests will take over 
the house January 1, but the first 
show will not be given until January 
7, when Oh, Boy, will be the opening 
piece, 

The contract for a five-year lease 
was signed in New York City Wednes- 
day in the presence of the Emery 
brothers, owners of the new theater. 

With the taking over of the Majestic 
by the Shuberts the Loew vaudeville 
and pictures will be transferred to the 
Emery Theater, which will reopen 
after being closed two weeks. The 
latter theater was the first erected by 
the Emery Brothers and was devoted 
to Loew Time. 

The Majestic Theater is especially 
adapted to big productions. The height 
from the stage floor to the gridiron is 
75 feet, while the distance between the 
fly galleries is 119 feet. It has a seat-, 
ing capacity of 2,500, and was erected 
at a cost of $406,000. 

Colonel Wendelschaefer announced 
after his return from New York that 
first-class productions would be shown 
at from twenty-five cents upward.

New York, Dec. 22.—Darkness, re- 
lieved only by a pale crescent moon, 
the “necessary for public safety” arcs 
at street corners and a soft glow re- 
flected from the lobbies of theaters, 
covered Broadway on the first of the 
“Lightless Thursday” nights. Users of 
electric lighting gave their own in- 
terpretation to the orders of the Gov- 
ernment Fuel Administrator at Wash- 
ington, but however they interpreted it 
they obeyed it. 

Many theaters extinguished all their 
outside lights, others only turned off 
the moving signs. They were equally 
at variance as to whether the theater 
names should be darkened or left 
shining. 

Looking northward from Times 
Square the jagged outlines of the 
partly demolished subway building had 
the appearance of a bit of war wreck- 
age, and the side streets in the Forties 
looked brighter than Broadway. 

The Strand took no chances and 
shut off its famous lighting sign, de- 
pending solely upon its awning lamps 
and lobby lights.. For the first time 
in years the New York Theater Build- 
ing showed a dark upper front, but 
its pavement lamps shone on. Church- 
ill’s was dark outside and at Rec- 
tor’s several. hundred bulbs had been 
switched off. 

At Forty-second street and Seventh 
avenue the Hotel Hermitage’s big 
sign was conspicuously missing and 
the Putnam Building lacked its crown 
of dancing lights. A solitary thea- 
ter, the Playhouse, in Forty-eighthn 
street, blazoned its name, and in 
Thirty-fourth street two large depart- 
ment stores had their windows illu- 
minated. 

The result of the first “Lightless 
Thursday” was not so direful as thea- 
ter managers had feared, for the soft 
radiance from within the theaters had 
an unusual attraction for the person 
in the muddy, murky street.

1917 HAS MADE VAUDEVILLE 
HISTORY, SAYS MARTIN BECK 


Managers’ Interests Have Been Interlocked With 
Artists’ as Never Before—War Has Hurt, He 
Says, But Adds Hopefully: “The War 

Can Not Last Forever” | 


New York, Dec, 22.—Martin Beck, 
managing director of the Orpheum 
Circuit, in an interview this week, 
reviewed the year in vaudeville and 
declared that 1917 would go down in 
vaudeville history as a year of un- 
usual importance. In the following 
interview he not only scans the past, 
but he peers hopefully into the future. 
He says: 


“Of the many developments that 
have occurred in vaudeville during 
the year just closing the one that 
gives me the greatest personal grati- 
fication, and should do likewise to 
everyone in our profession, is the fact 
that a better and more sympathetic 
understanding now exists between 
managers and artists. I am looking 
forward to the time when the National 
Vaudeville Artists, Inc., will have their 
Chicago headquarters in the new 
Statelake Theater Building. 


“It means a great deal to vaudeville 
when its elements work in harmony. 
It means life, cuccess, growth, stand- 
ing. It means, among other things, 
that however great the storm we can 
weather it. No institution of any 
magnitude can hope to live while 
there is even so much as the breath 
of suspicion of dissension within. And 
the fact that the managers and artists 
have been enlightened as to each 
other’s requirements, that they have 
acquired a mutual and wholesome ap- 
preciation and respect for each other’s 
rights, forecasts great things for 
vaudeville in the future. 

“Nineteen-seventeen will go down in 
vaudeville history, if for nothing else, 
as having brought about greater un- 
derstanding between the two major 
elements that constitute the backbone 
of the varieties. I wish most earnest- 
ly to emphasize the fact that the man- 
agers’ interests are interlocked with 
those of the artists. I am. optimistic 


about it all. There is nothing that 
can not be settled by co-operation. 

“T am hopeful as to the future. It 
would be a verbal camouflage to say 
that the war has not affected us. It 
has. It has taken its toll of vaudeville

New York Palace Honored 


Wins Bronze Trophy for Liberty Bond 
Sale 


New York, Dec. 22.—A. Paul Keith 
and E. F. Albee were notified by the 
Liberty Loan Committee Wednesday 
that B. F. Keith’s Palace Theater had 
been awarded the bronze trophy of- 
fered as a prize to the theater selling 
the greatest number of bonds in’ the 
last national drive.

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ENGLISH COPYRIGHT LAW 
Holds Good for Plays ‘in Canada 


A decision of considerable importance to the- 
atrical men in the United States was rendered in 
the Supreme Court of Canada for the Judicial 
District of Saskatoon last week. The case was 
that of Philip Bartholomae, who, thru the 
American Play Co., brought action against a 
repertoire company for using his play, Little 
Miss Brown, in Canada when it had been copy 
righted in Stationer’s Hall, London, England. 
An application for an injunction was opposed 
by the repertoire show on the grounds that a 
separate copyright in the Department of Agri- 
culture at Ottawa was necessary in order to 
protect the play in Canada, the Supreme Court 
of Canada for the Judicial District of Saska- 
toon overruled the defendant’s contention and 
rendered judgment in favor of Mr, Bartholomae, 
including damages of $400 in addition to the 
costs,

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DISTRICT ATTORNEY HAS NO 
CRITICISM OF BURLESQUE 


During Present Crusade He Has Kept His Hands 
Off This Form of Amusement—The Present 
Season Notable for Lack of 
Criticism From Public 


New York, Dec. 22.—Just now, when the 
cabarets and musical shows of New York are 
under fire, it can be sald to the credit of bur- 
lesque that no finger has been raised against 
that form of entertainment. It goes to prove 
that the worst thing against burlesque is the 
name of burlesque and what the public mind 
connects it with in the past, 


It is known that representatives of the dis- 
trict attorney's office have been watching the 
burlesque shows here keenly, but they have not 
been rewarded by any such exhibitions of the 
nude as have greeted them elsewhere, It is a 
fact that cannot be gainsaid that the cabarets 
and musical shows are going a little bit farther 
than burlesque is attempting to do, 


Burlesque producers were hard to educate. 
They were once given to calling the officials 
who insisted on clean shows ‘‘old fossils,’’ but 
they have come to see the wisdom of the 
decree, Practically every one of them is will- 
ing to admit today that clean shows are the 
thing. Clean shows enable them to avoid a 
lot of trouble, it saves them a great deal of 
worry, and, furthermore, what is still more to 
the point, clean shows get the money. If 
clean shows are not the thing why is it that 
burlesque is tolay coining double the money it 
ever did before? 

The burlesque season is now just about half 
over. It has gone thus far without creating 
hardly a ripple of public disapproval, There 
have been but two or three charges of shows 
using sensational features which were ingprope:, 
and it is gratifying to know that comedians are 
keeping within bounds as never before. Few 
questionable songs are finding a place on the 
market today, and the few which do are used by 
only an occasional burlesque snow. This 1s 
vastly different from three seasons ago, when one 
of the most vulgar songs ever written was 
carried in the repertoire of half the shows on 
the two circuits. 

The present indication is that burlesque will 
finish the season without besmirching itself 
and that it will kneck off much of the taint 
which has clung to it in the past. If it does 
it will be assured of good business next season,

When I want to write a ballad with a sob in every line, just the kind of song that ends up 
with a strain from Auld Lang Syne, when I get the thing half started with its wealth of sobs 
and tears, the kind of hard luck that licked Russia bobs up and interferes. I can see the wondrous 
chances of the number when complete, I can picture ballad lovers: throwing flowers at my feet, 
but just when I get it started and am in the mood to brag the boss tells me it's not wanted, says 
he’d like to get a rag. 

When a comedy idea grabs my noodle in a flash and I get the darn thing started with a lot 
of vim and dash, every line rings out so funny that I have to laugh myself, while I say: “I've 
struck a winner that they won't put on the shelf.’’ I just trim the ends out neatly, with a laugh 
in every line, and can picture other writers saying: ‘‘That song sure is fine.’’ I am just about 
- spring it on the stubborn boss, when he says: ‘‘Why don't you write up something that is full 
of novelty?’ 

When I take a book of knowledge and decide upon a place that was never used for titles by 
song writers of our race, I get doping out a beauty written ‘round some far off isle, where the 
little ladies greet you dressed in nothing but a smile, I describe a dance they're doing that's so 
new and up-to-date I can picture big performers saying: ‘‘Gee, kid, that. new song is great.” 
When I show the boss this number with its novelty galore, he says: ‘‘Write a ‘jazz,’ old fellow, 
that’s what folks are looking for.’’ 

So, while I write forty hours to the other fellow’s five, half the time I have to plaoch me 
just to prove that I'm alive. I have made so many lead sheets lately that they cost me more 
than the Allies and the Kaiser ever spent upon the war. I*m jast full of great ideas, every 
single one is ‘‘there,’? and I’m pretty sure my numbers can’t be beaten anywhere, but each time 
I take a ‘script up to our boss I find that he passes up the number ‘cause he wants another kind.

‘ SONGS AS MESSENGERS 


We are lividg in an era that affords greater possibilities for the American popular song than 
was ever heretofore known. Never before did the entire civilized world lean so appealimgly to- 
ward America. Once the United States was merely a nation. Now it is the centralization of the 
mightiest forces and the most utopian thoughts of many nations. Great fame awaits any writers 
who can properly gauge this.new situation. Because songs require least time and space for ex- 
pression and understanding, while the underlying music makes the message of the words far more 
potent than mere prose or poetry. greatest fame will come to the song writer who correctly reads 
the signs of the times. Much of the war has been lived thru without evolving the great song, 
Perhaps the approach of peace will find writers more receptive than they were at the beginning 
of war. Perhaps we will have to wait even longer (thru the stage ef restoration) before the 
great song comes. But unless American writing genius ultimately comes forth with some number 
worthy of proving the great message bearer for the United States we will be forced to feel that 
song writing in our country has been a mere pastime rather than an educational process—some- 
thing fit for the cabaret din, but not suited to a concrete expression of an historical endeavor or

A FEW DON’TS 
For Song Seekers 


DON'’T— 

Tell your publisher friends how spitework 
kept you from gaining fame in the operatic field. 
Successful popular music delineators are not re- 
cruited from unsuccessful singers in other fields, 

Claim credit for ‘‘making’’ a song you failed 
to use until other people had popularized it. 
Records of actual workers are feadily obtained. 

Insist upon getting a new song from a pub- 
lisher before you've tried out the one he’s work- 
ing on. You don't demand your clothes a season 
in advance. 

Invent fiction regarding alleged appearances 
with certain great stars. You may meet one 
ce. these face to face while boasting and become 
subjected to considerable embarrassment, 

Go in pretending to look for a song and end 
up: by telling the publisher about the wonderful 
cre you wrote the night before. The two trans- 
actions do not correspond. 

Shout forth an “I told you so” after a song 
worked upon has failed to achieve success. You 
picked many numbers for. failures that went 
cver with a bang. , i : 

Ask a passe song writer why he ceased pro- 
ducing hits. Song writers seldom realize that 
they have become passe. . 

Estimate the value of a song a publisher offers 
you by the number of hits the same publisher 
has produced in the past. 

Promise a publisher you'll use his number in 
a musical comedy, when you well know that 
the musical show won't have any interpolations. 

Spend hours rebearsing a song in the pub- 
jixher’s office if you have facilities for doing so 
elsewhere, 

Tell a publisher you discontinued using a song 
because it ‘‘flopped,"’ when you never even tried 
it out. Such a falsehood may have much to do 
with marring the boosting campaign on a good 
song.

Devoting All of Her Time to Red Cross 
Work 


Mrs. J. Rush Bronson, whose husband is man- 
ager of the Empress Theater, Cincinnati, is one 
of the most active women in all of Cincinnati at 
the local Red Cross Chapter’a work rooms in 
the Red Cross Building, where a Billboard repre- 
sentative found her one day last week en- 
ergetically engaged in her duties as supervisor of 
the muslin department. Thru her patriotic zeal 
in ever having in mind the interests of the 
soldiers and eailors at the front in France, and 
also thru ber connection with the Cincinnati Red 
Cross Chapter, Mrs. Bronson originated a plan by 
which members of the profession are daily de 
voting considerable time to the Government and 
its allies. 


Some weeks ago Mrs. Bronson explained to the 
performers who made up the bill at the Em- 
press for that particular week ber plan for 
sending hospital handkerchiefs to the Red Cross 
Unit in France. Since that time there has been 
a large Red Cross box “‘back stage’ at the Em- 
prese, in which performers playing that theater 
are almost every hour in the day placing regula- 
tion hospital handkerchiefs (size 16x16), which 
they have either made themselves or purchased, 
The men members of the prefession have re- 
eponded just as readily as the women, and hand- 
made handkerchiefs are no me 4 preferable than 
those bought ready-made. The material desired 
in all handkerchiefs donated is not costly, as it 
{gs explained that they are only used once in 
the various base hospitals and then destroyed. 

Thruont the week a visitor “behind the scenes” 
at the Empress will find performers busily en- 
gaged in hemstitching, washing and ironing the 
little white squares, and it surely is an inspiring 
sight when one stops to consider the cause of 
such endeavor. 

With the exception of three acts all who have 
been on the Empress bills since Mrs, Bronson put 
the plan in operation have loyally contributed 
their time and donations, To date 1,896 hand- 
kercbiefs have becn shipped to France by Mrs. 
Bronson, who stated that she wished she could 
thank personally all performers who gave hand- 
kerchlefs while they were in Cincinnati, many 
who have sent more after leaving for other 
cities and dozens who have simply heard about 
ber plan and sent in their “bit.” While Mrs. 
Bronson was being interviewed a parcel post 
package containing a number of hand-hem- 
stitched handkerchiefs from Miss Oden, of Kane 
and Oden, was received. Miss Oden has also 
sent in to the Cincinnati Red Cross, thru Mrs. 
Bronson, several sweaters. Mrs, Bronson stated 
that in addition to the handkerchiefs which have 
been donated here she has receited between 800 
and 1.000 from performers who have never been 
near Cincinnatl this season—occasioned no doubt 
by those who have heard about the worthy work 
and passing it along to the, next, 

The very first week 259 handkerchiefs were 
placed In the Red Cross box at the Empress. 
That week's bill carried as headliners Dixte 
Marris, Oliver Serven Trio and Nadell and Fol- 
lette. Phina and Her Pickaninnies, who were at 
Keith's the same week, helped to give the work 
a good start, and have since sent in contributions 
from other cities, The succeeding weeks’ record 
follows: Second, 375; third, 210; fourth, 211; 
fifth, 273; sixth, 410; seventh, 108; eighth, 256. 
The ninth week broke all previous records, there 
being 700 handkerchiefs donated by members of 
the bill, which waa headlined by Wm. Stewart 
and the Hong Kong Girls.

ECONCERT 


The Contro! of American Musical Organizations 


In Cincinnati, as in the rest of the country, 
there are still many Americans willing to pay 
homage to anything and everything in the way 
of music emanating from, or directed by, a 
European, while they look askance at music 
composed, interpreted or directed by an Ameri- 
ean. 

Those in Cincinnati coming under this cate- 
gory now profess great fears for the future of 
the Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra, because it 
looks as tho it will be permanently directed by 
an American, 


This brings to mind the entire question of our 
past musical subserviency to Europe. Europe 
naturally furnished us the foundation for our 
own musical life, but because in the evolution 
of events Europe gave us our musical beginning 
ure we to consider everything and everybody 
now emanating from Europe in a musical way 
superior? If not, should we longer leave con- 
trol of the building of our entire American 
musical structure in the hands of Europeans, 
no matter what their capabilities may be? 


With full appreciation of the splendid artists 
and able conductors and directors Europe bas 
sent us in the past, many of whom are still 
with us, we venture to suggest that too long 
has the control of our musical life been In 
the hands of Europeans, a few of whom have 
had the bad taste to be continually sneering 
at everything American in music, while at the 
same time pocketing hundreds of thousands 
of American dollars, 
spent in Europe. 

When competent American artists ap- 
proach any of our great American musical 
organizations for a hearing, why should it be 
necessary for them to pass muster before a 
European in control, who, tho he be most capa- 
ble, is only now and then willing to even con- 
sider an American? 

Would it not be more consistent to have 
American directors and conductors in, control 
of our big musical organizations, who, while 
giving every consideration to artists of merit 
from all countries, would primarily be for Amert- 
cans, all else being equal? 

Italian, French, English, and especially Hun 
artists, would think it a strange proceeding if, 
when they approached a great musical organiza- 
tion of their own rspective countries for a 
hearing, they were compelled to negotiate with 
an American in control, whose very natural 
tendencies were for his own countryman. 

Dr, \Kunwald is anu able conductor, and he 
brought the Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra up 
to a high state of efficiency, but are there 


rot now many Americans who can do the work 
as well? 

The present directors of our American grand 
opera organizations are men of the widest ex- 
perience in musical matters, and without ques- 
tion are great directors, but has the time not 
come when we have Americans who are as 
capable? 

No one questions that Dr. Karl Muck, former 
conductor of the Boston Symphony Orchestra, 5 


In ‘the future, as in the past. let us use 
cnything and anybody Europe may furnish us 
in a. musical way that is worthy, but let us 
put the control of our musical organizations in 
the hands of Americans, 

The war has already made many changes, 
and we now see more than fifty per cent of 
the Metropolitan Opera House artists American.

They shoulda 
share the responsibilities of their citizenship 
with others, 

“I have no sympathy,” the conductor con- 
tinued, after the applause evoked by his first 
remarks had subsided, ‘‘for those artists who 
try to disguise their nationality for the sake 
of the American dollar. A «shining example of 
one who does not is Fritz Kreisler, (Loud ap- 
planse.) He was man enough and gentleman 
enough to withdraw from the concert stage 
when America bad gone to war with his coun 
try. The American people are nothing !f not 
cbivalrous, He will not be the loser in the 
end.”’

FRANCESCO ROME! DEAD 


New York, Dec. 22.—Francesco Romei, assist 
ant conductor and musical secretary with the 
Metropolitan Opera Company, died in Roose- 
velt Hospital Tuesday afternoon from heart 
disease. The body was taken to the Campbell 
Funeral Church, Broadway and Sixty-sixth 
Street, where it lay in state until Friday. 
morning, when the funeral service took place. 

The Metropolitan chorus, with several princi- 
pals, including Scotti and Caruso, sang Gounod's 
Mors et Vita, and the service at the Funeral 
Church was followed by solemn mass of 
requiem at St. Patrick’s Cathedral, The body 
was placed in a vault, and will be sent to 
Italy for interment. 

Signor Romei was born in Bologna, Italy, 
and was a graduate of the Bologna Conservatory 
of Music, and afterwards became a pupil of 
Maestro Mancinelli. He acted as conductor 
in many of the principal theaters of Europe. 
and was engaged for ten consecutive seasons 
at the Opera in Buenos Ayres, and later for 
five years at the Scala Theater in Milan. 


He joined the Metropolitan forces, coming 
here with Mr. Gatti-Casazza, and for ten 
years had been assistant conductor and mu- 


sical director—a loyal and ‘thoroly trusted as- 
sistant to the general manager. He had a very 
wide knowledge of operatic affairs. 

Romei had been ill some time. He is sur- 
vived by his widow, who resides in New York, 
and two brothers in Italy.

THAT OPERA TAX AGAIN 


The management of the Metropolitan Opera 
House and the New York Symphony Societies’ 
concerts have cdevised an original plan for 
collecting the new war tax on season sub- 
scriptions. Seats xubscribed for before Novem- 
ber 1 and used after December 15 are subject 
to the regular theater ticket tarif? of ten 
per cent. 

The inconvenience of collecting the tax from 
the subseribers at each performance being recog- 
nized, the managments will make payment in 
bulk to the Government. Monthly statements 
will be sent to subscribers, the companies then 
receiving restitution. 

The Metropolitan Opera House officials must 
make a recollection of about $70,000 along the 
lines outlined. One-fourth of the season's sub. 
scriptions will go taxless, because the opening 
opera was staged on November 13. All singie 
performance seats were taxed from the begin- 
ning. 

About 6,000 subscribers will receive bills from 
the New York Symphony Svciety. The war tax 
on all subscriptiong had been returned. The 
Philharmonic Society and other organizations 
which sold season subscriptions before Novem- 
ber 1 will act similarly in paying and collecting, 
according to the latest regulations. 


MAX ROSEN TO MAKE DEBUT 
An event of unusual significance wfll take 
place at the Philharmonic Orchestra concert of 
Saturday evening, January 12, at Carnegie Hall, 
New York, for at this concert a youthful Ameri- 
ean violinist, whose childhood was spent in New 
York's East Side, will make his debut on the 
stage of that self-same hall where only five 
short years ago he occupied a top gallery seat 
to hear the then reigning violin sensation—also 
a mere boy in years and a pupil of the same 
master—Leopold Auer.

Last Sunday we were somewhat startled by our 
readiness to snatch a laugh out of a dramatic 
editorial in a metropolitan paper that made 
mention of Pinero’s Irise and Hervieu's Course 
du Flambeaux as examples of modern, realistic 
drama. ‘So rapidly do the styles change in 
this world of ours that it is hard to realize 
that the ultramodern piece of yesterday has 
already become creaky and olifashioned, At- 
tempt to reproduce some of the tricks and de- 
vices that made Iris so tremendous only a few 
years ago—what will your modern stage director 
say? Ten to one it will be: “We used to get 
by with that stuf In the good old days, but 
they won't stand for it now.” And the joke of 
it Is it is the stage director that’s largely re- 
sponsible for it all, 

We may have supplanted the modern school 
of playwrighting that was represented by Pinero 
and Hervieu with one that is more recent, and, 
therefore, in a sense, more modern, but If so 
the newest school is without masters. It is 
as if we had cast ourselves into the flood of 
restlessness that has carried other arts to chaos 
and extremes, and had joined with them in 
accepting the formless and disorJered as a truer 
reflection of life than the edifices of the master 
builders. 

The fact that we have had no futuristic or 
eubist drama—at least none that has been 
offered for public approval—in a measure estab- 
lishbes our relative sanity, but one has but to 
look up and down Broadway, examining suc- 
eess and failure impartially, to note the preva. 
lence of a contemptuous disrespect for what 
once were solemnly regarded as canons of the 
art. 

There is one particular bit of dramatic legis- 
lation that will remain sacred as long as the 
drama runs true to form and is presented either 
for commercial profit or for popular entertaln- 
ment. The section in question was entered In 
the code book by David Garrick in the follow- 
ing form: ‘The drama’s laws the drama’s 
patrons give." Tho as an axiomatic principle !t 
antedates Aristotle. And because this law 1s 
“till in force one would argue that the preva- 
lence of sloppily built plays means a public de- 
mand for plays that are sloppily built. But 
it may be that the manner in which plays are 
presented today precludes the possibility of the 
public’s choosing between these and samples of 
expert craftsmanship, and when, as happens In 
revivals, old timber is exposed to the critical 
view of a public that has been taught to regard 
it as old timber the purveyor of the junk of 
the moment pats himself on the back and re- 
gards his judgment vindicated. 

Rut the fact remains that while certain char- 
acteristics of that which for convenience we 
might term the contemporary school of pray- 
wrighting are directly attributable to the work 
of thinking men, such as Augustus Thomas, 
working with laudable ends in view, most of 
the shortcomings of the school may be chalked 
up against the producer striving to immortalize 
the accident of the moment. Most certainly 
they are not an Indication that our dramatists, 
like so many of our painters and sculptors, are 
seeing life thru disordered organs, 


The passing week has contributed only one 
item of importance to the theater—price situn- 
tion. The Comedy Theater, where the Washing- 
ton Square Players bold forth, has reduced its 
prices to @ 25c-$1.50 scale. There will he 
unkindly observers who will insist that the new 
prices are still excessive for the caliber of per. 
formances served up at the Comedy, but there 
are people who are in the habit of spending a

AL WOODS OPTIMISTIC 
Discourses on Theater’s Outlook 


New York, Dec. 22—Al H. Woods does not 
take the despairing view of the theater's future 
that is held by some producers. This week he 
discoursed on this subject as follows: 

“These are war times. The catastrophe that 
has shaken Europe for more than three years 
has suddenly enveloped the peaceful people of 
the United States. In the process of adjust- 
ment to the new condition already under way 
every man, woman and child in the country 1s 
being called on to play a new and vital role. 
‘The old order changeth, giving place to new 
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to distribute complimentary seats freely to keep 
up appearances they find increasing difficulty. 
for even the pass-hound finds the twenty cents 
tax an imposition on bis good nature when he 
is called upen to witness a ‘‘lemon’’ as a favor 
to the management. The time may come when 
the assembling of audiences will become a 
recognized item of expense along with the pay 
roll, just as is the paid claque of the theaters 
of continental Europe. 


Speaking of The Struggle Everlasting, the pic- 
ture is interesting in that it emphasizes certain 
advantages the screen has over the spoken 
stage, without, perhaps, having taken full .d- 
vantage of them. The play from which the 
picture was taken was a decidedly interestiug 
experiment. Its failure was in no small part 
due to the fact that the autbor was handicapped 
in the development of his theme by the necessity 
of confining his action to a few scenes, and was 
therefore compelled to compromise with the 
commonplace to reduce his theme to terms of 
ordinary drama. In making the scenario, how- 
ever, the writers refused to shake off the 
shackles that necessity bad clamped on the 
dramatist, with the result that the spectator 
was left with a feeling of unrealized possibilities 
and even a doubt whether or not Mr. Royle had 
ever had a worth-while theme t6 work with. 

Strive as we will to get away from the dis- 
tressing conditions of the day, we feel we must 
revert to it a moment to repeat a story of the 
street that deserves to go into theatrical his 
tory as establishing the low-water mark of the 


The old order is going out as surely as the 
old year, and the new order that is coming in 
is bringing a new meaning to our lives and a 
hew power and purpose to our institutions. 

““As the citizens and industries of the United 
States will now be called upon to exercise to 
the fullest extent their functions of usefulness, 
so will the theater. Never in the world’s hts- 
tory was there such a need for the service of 
this ancient and glorious institution that has 
healed so may of the world’s hurts, that has 
brought so much light in darkness, and so 
much comfort in sorrow, The public will realize 
this as soon as the adjustment is complete. And 
I venture to predict that the New Year, which 
will bring presages of victory and peace, will 
bring also a new era of prosperity aml use- 
fulness to the theater.

Explains Failure 


Miss Editha Parsons as Substitute for Miss Marga- 
ret Stahl Failed To Put Over*The Mother 


C. D. Brooks, manager of the Eastern Lyceum 
Bureau branch office at Syracuse, N. Y., has 
written us a very earnest letter about our 
placing Editha Parsons in the class of having 
given ‘“‘unsatisfactory’’ service. He says: **Miss 
Parsons was booked at Waynesburg as a sub- 
stitute for Margaret Stahl, who was a great fa 
yorite with the people of Waynesburg. Miss Stahl 
was scheduled to give The Mother, Perhaps she 
should have gotten by with that reading be- 
cause of the sympathy the audience would 
have had for her on account of past acquaintance 
and admiration for her work, Of course, you are 
acquainted with The Mother, and realize how 
difficult a production it is to present before a 
mixed audience such as assembled at Waynes- 
burg—the majority doubtless being those who 
had never heard the play. Very much against 
Miss Parsons’ wishes was the subject selected, 
as she realized it was not appropriate for such 
an occasion, and advised County Superintendent 
H. D. Freeland to that effect. She gave it under 
great protest. I talked with her several times, 
and she was absolutely sure it would not go. We 
have booked Miss Parsons in a great many places 
the past three years. Her very remarkable per- 
sonality and artistic work have placed her in a 
class by herself. She is one of the strongest 
women I have ever met, and her influence upon 
young people she comes in contact with has been 
for good always. She has been an inspiration 
and a help, and has created an interest in and 
inspiration for an educational career in the minds 
and hearts of young women especially at every 
place she has appeared. In addition to this 
she has made gowl from a lyceum standpoint. I 
am positive when you realize this, and I do not 
believe you will doubt my word, you will change 
your opinion as expressed in the article.’’°— 
(Signed) C. D. Brooks. 


Mr. Brooks then enclosed several testimonials 
from persons who had written and spoken en- 
thusiastically of Miss Parsons’ work, 


To start with what was said about Miss Par- 
sons being “‘unsatisfactory’’ was not our opinion, 
but was the opinion of County Superintendent 
H. D. Freeland of Waynesburg, who brought 
Miss Parsons for bis institution. He paid for her 
services out of the school funds raised by the 
taxes of the people of his State and county. 
These same taxpayers and the teachers whom he 
is elected to serve hold him responsible for the 
success or failure of the annual gathering. He 
therefore is just as much entitled to his opinion 
as was A. V. Babcock of Binghamton, N. Y., 
who wrote to Miss Parsons personally after her 
appearance in that city on the Chautauqua pro- 
gram: “The band put new life into things. Long 
gave us the finest lecture on Thursday night I 
have ever heard, and Mr. Whitney is a great 
impersonator. May I be permitted to say the 
most artistic hour of the week was your recital— 
naturally endowed with rare grace and magnetic 
charm—everything you did would be acceptable, 
but added to these is a natural ability that 
amounts to genius. You stand head and shoul- 
ders above all other readers. This is the opinion 
of all who heard you yesterday, and I trust that 
we are to be given another opportunity soon.’’ 

Such personal gush takes one back to the days 
when we used te wear a loud necktie, sport a 
stiff hat all lined inside like a coffin, and study 
dream books about love and rehearse extempora- 
neous speeches to say tosome sweet thing as we 
wandered thru the woods on a Sunday after- 
noon. Really is it in good taste to pass such 
private camouflage onto the public? 

The milk in the cocoanut is this: Was it 
right for a reader to try do do a stunt when she 
Was absolutely sure it would not go? We have 
nothing against this lady, and hope that she will 
profit by what we have done in placing her face 
to face with the fact that she can’t afford to 
accept engagements where she Knows she can’t 


fill the bill. That is no disgrace to face the 
fact that anyone can’t do everything. It’s a 
sign of growth, of maturing judgment. 

Miss Parsons is. as we gather it, an instructor 
in the Syracuse University, and is not what we 
understand as a professional lyceum performer, 
Not that she hasn't filed a number of profes- 
sional engagementx, but that ber real work is 
teaching. Our primary duty is, of course, to the 


great public who buy the tickets, who are the 
ultimate consumers, 

We are certainly very glad that our good 
friend, Brooks, has found it worth while to try 
to set this right. It was his bureau that booked 
the attraction with Superintendent Freeland. The 
writer was present at that institute and heard 
a part of Miss Parsons’ recital and knows that 
Superintendent Freeland absolutely reflected the 
thought of the audience when he reported the at- 
traction unsatisfactory. Superintendent Freeland 
based a part of this on the fact that the enter- 
tainment only lasted 45 minutes, Even those 
who were interested in the story felt that it 
Was so cut and chopped up that they were un- 
satisfied with it as an entertainment, 

If some high-brow would analyze this as we 
have done and charge $5 a lesson for doing it 
there would be many wise looks and a general 
exchange of felicitations, but since this is just 
the customer’s ojinion as to whether the goods 
were worth what they cost and whether they 


to week. The facts are that it would be all right 
for the Government to issue certificates to the 
effect that a person is what he claims to be as 
far as his relation to the Government is con- 
cerned, but to charge a license, and thereby put- 
ting the utterances of the lyceum and chau- 
tauqua platform up for sale, wouid rob it of its 
real freedom and power. The freedom of the 
press, the freedom of the pulpit would soon fol- 
low. That there are abuses in these things no 
one will deny. But the propose remedies are 
all infected with far more deadly germs than the 
thing they are intended to cure. This is a time 
for statesmen and not for quack doctors. We arc 
fighting for the freelom of democracy abroad, 
but let us not sacrifice the good old American 
freedom of the platform while we are fighting 
for the rest.

$9,653.50 


The treasurer’s annual report for the Chau- 
tauqua at Pana, Ill., was just made public by 
Treasurer J. E, Reese. It shows that last 
August Pana held the most successful as- 
sembly in her entire history. Besides clearing 
a deficit of $289.05 from the 1916 sexion the 
report shows that the sum of $1,500.00 was pald 
on the auditorium debt. A balance of $87.01 Ix 
left in the treasury, with all debts against the 
association paid. 

The entire receipts of the year were $9,653.57, 
$3,532.25 of which came from season tickets and 
$3,884 of which was received from single admis 
sions. 

Talent for the assembly amounted to $3,787.30. 

It has been pointed out that a large amount 
of disbursements returned to Pana, tnasmuch «as 
the sums pald for labor, advertising, programs, 
office expenses, salaries, improvements and mis- 
cellaneous were paid to local people or firms.

WEST UNION, IOWA, 


Will Have Free Chautauqua Talent— 
Dates and Officers To Chosen 


A free chautauqua for West Union is the plan 
for 1918. This was decided upon at a weeting 
of the members of the chautauqua association 
Monday evening, A committee was appointed to 
get 100 guarantors at $10 each, and when this 
list of 100 is filled the signers will meet and or 
ganize the association to carry forward the 
work. 

The committee appointed to solicit the 100 
membership consists of J. W. Dwyer, W. J. 
Ainsworth, W. W. Comstock, E. A. McIlree and 
Walter Beall, 

A representative of the Mutual Lyceum Bu- 
reau was present, but nothing was done about 
buying talent. The talent cannot be bought till 
the dates are set, and the dates will not be set 
till the awsoclation is formed and the officers 
elected, 

The idea of a free chantauqua has been 
discussed off and on for some years, and now 
the experiment will be tried out. It has been 
felt all along that the benefits of the chau 
taugua should be just as widely distributed as 
possible in the town and surrounding country, 
the method never being figured out Just right, but 
the present plan is a bold experiment to reach 
that end. Children and people of moderate means 
with large fawilies Lave been at a disadvantage 
in this matter, yet In many cases they are just 
the people to whom it is desired to bring the 
chautauqua’s advantages, Surely there are 104 
people in the community who can afford to help 
the community that much. Every man who at 
tended Monday evening’s meeting signed up as 
a $10 guarantor.—West Union (Ia.) Gazette. 


A LESSON IN PUBLICITY 


Last July we sent out a press reprint of an 
article published in The Billboard, in which ex 
President William Howard Taft set forth his 
views of why we should continue to hold chau- 
tauquas in spite of the war conditions.

Lectures are also to be available on subjects 
related to science, travel, education, art, Utera 
ture and on gocial and economic topics, many of 
which are illustrated. They are of a popular 
nontechnical nature, and will alm both to give 
useful Information and to entertain. 

For these lectures no charge will be maide 
other than a nominal booking fee. The Insti 
tute is offering them as one of its fields of serv 
lee to the community. They will be of Interest

Now we learn 
that Grinnell and other towns asked the bureau 
to cancel on the same ground as set forth in our 
last week's article. Sheldon, Ia., states that 
the Lyceum Committee canceled Miss Mayer's 
engagement when word was received by the 
committee that the National Council of Defense 
bad forbidden her appearance on the lyceum plat- 
form. Miss Mayer is a German alien and her 
lecture on Oberommergau would naturally deal 
with things German concerning the ‘‘Kaiser- 
land,” to which many people take exception just 
at this time. 


THE FIGHT IS ON 


It is too bad that the chautauqua bureau 
managers are not big enough to see that steal- 


ing each other’s towns doesn’t pay. Fighting 
over who gets a town is bum business. 
Here is a sample of some of the deviltry 


that is being done under the guise of sales- 
manship. The Williamsport (Va.) Gazette, No- 
vember 29, published the following: 

“N, E. Pinney, of White Marsh, N. Y., has 
been here for several days in the interest of 
the Community Chautauqua Association of Bos- 
ton, which will bave a circuit in Virginia next 
season. Mr. Pinney succeeded in interesting a 
number of people in the matter and it is more 
than probable that enough guarantors will be 
secured to put Wiiliamsburg on the circuit. 

“The Community Chautauqua only stays five 
days against seven of the others, It has been 
observed that people grew tired of an entire 
week of amusement and that the last two days 
woe a ‘drag.’ Therefore, the time is shortened 
and also the cost. Former chautauquas required 
a guarantee of $1.400. This one asks only for 
$1,000. In other words, Williamsburg will only 
have to dispose of 500 season tickets to come 
out whole. That will be easier done now than 
in former years, owing to the influx of new 
people who are hungry for amusement and en- 
tertainment. More than half the names re 
quired have been secured and the canvass has 
not yet been started. Those who remember 
past chautauqua experiences do not hesitate to 
become one of the guarantors.’’ 

The very next day The Newport Tress pub 
lished the following item in its Williamsport 
budget: ‘“‘Altho about twenty five guarantors 
have signed up the contract for the Community 
Chautauqua to be held here next spring, a 
movement is on foot to cancel the contract in 
order to support the Swarthmore Chantanqua 
Association, which desires to put Williamsburg 
on the circuit. The Swarthmore Association 
agrees to put on a five-day entertainment at 
$1,000, with a refund of $100. This association 
appeared here two years.”’ 

We wish to thank the good friend who mailed 
us these clippings. Wish other lyceum and 
chautauqua performers would be on the alert 
for all such destroying deviltry. There are 
germs of destruction in both propositions. Keep 
the Lyceum and Chautauqua Department of The 
Billboard posted and we will do the rest. Chop 
off a few hundred more. Blow up the ship. But 
is this business?

New York, Dec, 22,—‘‘] don’t care for thea- 
ters any more. I don’t care for good times any 


more. I don’t care for clothes any more, This 
war has changed the world for me.’’ 

Crystal Herne pulled the layers of fleecy 
white absorbent cotton, which she was making 
into surgical pads, into the exact shape and 
size required by the army hospital regulations, 
and covered the pad with gauze as she talked. 

“When I go to a restaurant and see the happy 
people about me, all of us well fed and warm 
and luxuriou’, I think of the people ‘Over 
There’ who are starving, and I can’t make It 
seem right that I should have luxury while 
they are hungry. And when I get into my 
comfortable bed at night I think of the men 
who have no bed to Le in, who are cold and 
in danger, and it doesn’t seem right that I 
should be so comfortable. 

“I try not to be morbid about it, nor to ‘et 
the war get on my nerves, but it absorbs me. 
I can think of nothing else. One good thing 
the war has already brought about is that one’s 
maids no longer think one stingy for insisting 
that food shall not be wasted. I've never been 
extravagant about food. I've had extravagant 
clothes, but in my housekeeping I've always 
done my own marketing, and I could never 
bear to throw away any food. And my maids 
used to think I was stingy. The American 
people have been so extravagant and wasteful. 
When this war is over they will bave learned 
to use food instead of wasting it. 

“Bot the great good that is coming out of 
the war, I believe, will be the spiritualization 
of the world. It is going on now, I think 
this war had to be to bring ux to a realization 
of humanity. Because the world had become 
so material and self-centered. Why, just think 
how money mad, how pleasure mad, how selfishly 
mad we were just before the war. Probably we 
shan’t see the world at its best again. I ton’t 
believe it can recover in our time. But in fifty 
years from now I believe the worki will bave 
reached pnear-perfection."’ 

Four days a week Miss Herne works for war 
relief. Every Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
morning, as soon as she has finished her market- 
ing, she goes to the rooms of the Stage Women’s 
War Relief at 366 Fifth avenue, usually ar- 
riving at 10 o'clock, when the doors open, All 
day she works in the surgical dressings depart- 
ment. 

Every Tuesday she is at the rooms of the 
American Society for the French Wounded, and 
there she sews, 

“Before this war I bad never sewed,’’ she 
says. “‘Now I can run a sewing machine like a 
sweatshop hand.”’ 

The remaining two days of the week she de- 
votes to her personal affairs and spends her 
spare time knitting. If she should find a play 
that pleases her she would resume ber stage 
work solely for the sake of the extra money 
she would have to give for the work of war 


relief,

It was 
a chance the woman producer was taking, for 
the girl might not come back when the show 
opened in Paterson, but Mollie was once a 
chorus girl, and that makes a let of difference 
in a proaducer’s treatment of chorus girls. 
Another knock. The musical director had thought 
of some extremely clever new lines for the 
dramatic sketch, The Trap, and it was arranged 
to incorporate them in the evening show. And 
the most remarkable thing about it was the 
fact that everyone was just as keen about 
making the show a success as Mollje was.

Even while rehearsing she knits, 
knits, knits. Nobody will venture a guess as 
to the number of sweaters she has made for 
American soldiers and sailors, but she is always 
just beginning or just finishing a new one.

“Showmen and fait officials in general are con- 
stantly referring to the many items and pas- 
sages that have to do with better business for the 
season of 1918. 

“This is certainly a most valuable issue to 
keep for future references, as it has them think- 
ing and planning real sound systems to be 
followed for next season. 

“Co-operation and confidence is in evidence 
more now than I have ever seen it before, 

“Two fair secretaries called at my office a few 
days ago to discuss ways and means of forming 
a cireuit of transportation so that the fairs will 
hot have t9 depend wholly upon the rallroads, 
which, in this State, are very mu*h congested. 

“The plan was not so much to beat the rail- 
way lines, but to provide a means to have each 
fair and amus¢ment manager get up a list of 
motor trucks in their own town and arrange rates 
so that a large amount of stuff may be trans 
ferred in this way as reasonably as possible to 
insure exhibitors, shows and concessions of their 
moves on time. By advance advertising of rates 
for these motor trains the exhibitors can figure 
cost and expenses nearly as close as rates on 
steam roads.

The balloon divistoa of tt of the United States Army 
is in need of pilots, While this branch of the 
air service is not as spectacular as the airplane, 
and therefore less attractive to the adventurous, 
it calls for the highest class of work, and ap- 
plicants for commissions must possess sterling 
qualifications, The commanding officer at the 
Balloon School, Fort Omaha, Neb., bas sent out 
a call for men, Following are some of the quali- 
fications: 

First, they must be citizens of the United 
ora and not under 19 years of age nor over 


They must have a good education and be will- 
ing to study and work hard to fit themselves for 
the position. 

They must be energetic and forceful, and of 
good moral character and clean habits. 

After passing the examinations required the 
applicant is enlisted as a first-class private in 
the Aviation Section of the Signal Enlisted Re- 
serve Corps. 

He is then assigned to a school for train- 
ing, and the time of training depends upon the 
man’s ability.

FAIRS AND EXPOSITIONS 


An Address by Hon. Duncan Marshall, Min- 
ister of Agriculture of the Province 
of Alberta, Canada 


Delivered Before the Twenty-Seventh Annual Convention of the 
American Association of Fairs and Expositions, Chicago, III. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Marshall’s address, in response to the expressed 
desire of the delegates to have this address printed and given as wide circula- 


tion as possible,

MR. MARSHALL: Mr, President, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: I must apologize for coming bere, 
as I bave come from some business enterprises 
1 bad in band in connection with the Inter- 
national Live Stock Show which not only de- 
layed my appearance bere, but ‘has left me 
somewhat in doubt as to what I sbuuld say. 

1 am like a good many people, 1 guess, who 
are called upon frequently to address public 
meetings, the older I get probably the more 
careless I get about it, and the result is that I 
am here more or less unprepared. However, I 
am glad to get better acgnainted with the men 
who bave the control and direction of the ex- 
bibitions in your country, And I am very 
pleased to bave with me in the rvom this after 
noon the president, Mr. West, and the manager, 
Mr. Stark, of our Edmonton Exhibition in the 
Province of Alberta. And before I left E. L. 
Richardson, the manager of the Calgary Exbibi- 
tion, called me up on the telephone and asked 
me to convey to rou his regrets that be was un 
able to be bere because of some extra work he 
had in connection with bis Fat Stock Show, to 
be held in Calgary next week. 

I bave attended a good many exhibitions in 
the United States during the last few years. 
This year I attended the lowa State Fair, and 
i made my annual pilgrimage to the Interna- 
tional at Chicago, and I must say that I bave 
a geod deal of admiration for the manner in 
which especially the live stock end of your show 
is conducted, but perhaps I am a good deal mure 
interested in the live stock end than I am in 
any other feature of the exhibitions. I recog- 
nize the fact that the fnodustrial and other 
features of exhibitions ate important, bat as 
Minister of Agriculture in the I'rovince of Al- 
berta I am naturally largely interested in the 
agricultural feature, and so fat as we give as- 
sistance to our shows we base that assistance 
upon their exbibits in agricultural products. 
And 1 think perhaps I come from the I’rovince 
and perhaps the territory on this continent that 
gives the most liberal grants tlat are given to 
exhibition associations, In our Province, thru 
our Trevincial Legislature, we pay a grant to 
every exbibition beld within the berders of the 
l'rovinee equal to sixty-six and two-thirds per 
cent of the entire prize list that they pay an- 
nually. (Applause.) I know that no T’revince 
in Canada pays grants as large as this, and I 
do not know that perbaps any State in the 
Union does. Our larger fairs also, during the 
last two years, bave been receiving federal 
grants as well, which assist them in their op- 
eration, The federal grants are paid to two or 
three exhibifiens in each of the provinces of 
Canada after they reach a certain standard. 

Now I have been asked to say something 
about the success of the smaller shows. There 
can be no question about the fact that the small 
show when properly managed in the country 
has been a tremendons factor, especially in new 
countries, In eneonraging the breeding of good 
live stock, But the small show has a good many 
difficulties to fight against. One of them is 
that it is not large enongh to employ any one 
man who gives bis entire time to the manage- 
ment and conduct of the show. And in the 
conducting of an exhibition it is like the con- 
ducting or management of any other kind of 
business. The first thing to ensure its success 
is to find a man to run it. There can be no 
question about that. And upon that man largely 
depends the snecess or the failure of the show. 
And while a large number of our shows bave 
been exceedingly successful where both business 
men and farmers have given their time and 
their effort freely to the conduct and promotion 
of the show, becanse of their interest in the 
development of live stock in that part of the 
country or in that neighborhood, we have bad 
in other cases a place where a small exhibition 
has Just degenerated into a proposition where a 
few of the neighbors divided the prize money 
among themselves, and Just as soon as it reaches 
that stage I think the quicker it is done away 
with the better. 

T have determined to make a proposition in 
my province at the next annual meeting of the 
Fair Associations, which meets In the month of 
February, that we are going to look over these 
small fairs, and wherever we find one not up 
to a standard we are going to cancel its charter 
and refuse its grant. And wherever we find 
exhibitions that are being carried on in a way 
that makes them of useful service to their com- 
munity we are going to assist them further. 
In one Instance we were able this year, I think, 
to consolidate five small exhibitions that have 
been struggling Institutions, have been fn debt 
and been in trouble most of the time, and that 
have always been in that financial state where 
one wet day wonld likely put them ont of busi- 


ness, and we have been able to consolidate those 
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five shows into what we believe next year will 
be one good exhibition, to be held in the city 
of Lethbridge, in the southern part of the 
Trovince of Alberta, While every locality does 
not admit of deing this as well or as success- 
fully or as definitely as it does in Lethbridge 


cieties has been well spent in spite of the tact | agricultural education in every phase of it—but 


that some shows have dropped off and today are 
not really worth any grant. We have spent a 
goml deal «. money. During the past year we 
had about eighty exhibitions beld in the l’rovince 
of Alberta, where we have a farming population 
of net mere than about 210,000 people all to- 
gether, and abeut perbaps 50,000 farmers, farm 
homes in the entire prevince, because we are a 
comparatively Dew country. We have held some 
eighty shows and have paid out in grants some- 
thing like $125,000, but I believe this money 
has been well spent, because it has encouraged, 
in competition and in education, men to engage 
in the breeding of better live stuck. 

We have had complaints, too, from the small 
shows occasionally, with respect to the prize 
list being open. We bave always insisted that 
a show that gets a grant from us must be open 
to any exhibiter im the province, and with the 
Dominion grant they insist the show shall be 
open to any exhibitor from the Dominion of 
Canada, and as a matter of fact these larger 
shows are open to exhibitors from the United 
States, or from wherever they come. 

The man who objects to good live stock being 
brought in by seme outside exhibitor and taking 
the prize money away from him is not the proper 
kind of a man to have behind a show, because 
he wants an exhibition beld for revenne only, 
and exhibitions should net be beld for that pur- 
pose. The educational feature should be kept 
in view, and exhibition managers should make 
every effort to get the very best live stock 
brought from any distance, no matter how goud 
they are, no matter if they take all the prize 
money ont of the locality. They should use 
every effort they can to get the very best live 
stock at the show in order that the’ educational 
value may be fully appreciated by the people 
who attend there. For after all the main fea- 
ture of exhibitions is to teach the farmers and 
the farmers’ sens, and in a country like onrs, 
where the majority of the people are still 
pioneers and where many of them have come 
from towns and cities in order to get ont on the 
land, this feature is especially important. But 
it is none the less important in old settled 
districts where men have a good deal to learn,

and the vicinity, we hope to do something of 
that kind in other localities. 

On the other band one of the best small shows 
held in the Province of Alberta, and 1 venture 
to say it is one of the best small shows held 
anywhere, is held in a man’s field eighteen 
miles from the nearest railway station or town, 
aod I bave no doubt it is a _ success 
because the blighting influence of town and 
city is far removed, and it is conducted entirely 
by the people who live in the country 
for tbe premotion of the live stock indus- 
try of their locality, They all take an active in- 
tevest pet only in exhibiting their own stock, 
but inducing people to come long distances, as 
much as thirty or forty or fifty miles across 
the country, to show stock there, And it has come 
to be worth something for a man to be able to 
win a prize at that exposition. Consequently 
people with good live stock anywhere within 
reach of that fair are anxious to exhibit there. 
Becanse of the enthusiasm of the people in the 
neighborhood, and because of their interest in 
good live stock, they have been able to make 
a tremendous success of this small exhibition. 
So that it seems to me that there can not be 
any defin'te gavge as to the holding of shows: 
that is it would be impossible to set a certain 
population of a town, and only give grants to 
shows held in towns of a certain population, 
as has been suggested some time, and in that 
way bring all the exhibitions to the larger 
towns. 

We have a striking example in the Trovince 
of Manitoba in this respect im the city of Bran- 
don, which fa after all only a country town, but 
has always held an exhibition that was fairly 
superior to anything they ever had in the city 
of Winnipeg. This was largely becanse J. D. 
MeGregor and two or three live stock men lived 
near the city or in the city of Brandon, and 
gave their support and their backing and their 
enthusiasm to the promotion of a show there, 
with the result that they have made a very 
great success of it. And, as I said in the begin- 
nings, after all the success of an exbibition, 
while it depends to some extent on the men in 
charge, the directors and the members of the 
organization, the larger shows must depend very 
largely upon the men who happen to have 
charge of it. I believe that the money that we 
have paid in the Province of Alberta for grants 
to exhibition associations, to agricultural soe 


where there is nothing men have so much to 
learn about as agriculture and live stock. 

The judging of live stock is by no means an 
exact science yet, and there is no place that 
& man can learn more about it than from his 
observation at the ring side where good judges 
are placing it. (Applause.) 

I brought my two beys with me to the Inter- 
national Exhibition this year all the way frem 
Alberta in order that they might learn some- 
thing about shért bern cattle. And I am very 
pleased that perbaps this has been the strongest, 
at any rate one of the strongest, exhibits of 
short horn cattle that has ever been held in 
Chicago. There is no way that either men or 
boys will get better ideas of what good judges 
think of live stock and the reasons why they 
place one animal above another than by at- 
tendance at the ringside at the exposition. 

For that reason I believe money should be 
spent in getting the very best judges that you 
can get at all the shows, and because of that I 
may say that my department net only pays 
the grants that 1 told you abent to onr ex- 
bibitions, but we pay the expenses of all the 
judges that jndge at those eighty exhibitions 
in the Province of Alberta over and above the 
other grants that we give to the shows, And 
we do that becanse we believe that no money 
can be better spent in connection with an ex- 
hibition than the mopvey that is spent on the 
men who make the awards in the prize ring. 
And we have brought men not only from differ- 
ent points of Eastern Canada, but men from all 
over the United States to judge classes of df 
ferent kinds of live stock in our province. We 
are taking one or two men back from Chicago 
now to judge at the Calgary Fair, which is to 
be beld next week. because I believe ten or 
fifteen thousand dollars spent by a government 
in work of this kind, in taking the very best 
men, men who have not only had the training 
and the education in the live stock business, 
but have had the experience as well, I believe 
that money so epent is well spent. 

My experience with judges in live stock is 
that I prefer the man who bas the agricultural 
college training, if at all possible, and then bas 
had the actual experience in breeding and rais- 
ing live stock himself, because after all that is 
essential. And if I were to judge between— 
and we have schools of agriculture in onr prov- 
ince, atd I am an enthusiastic supporter of 


lege training alone and the man with the ex- 
perience alone then I would take the fellow 
who was raised in the cow stable, because he 
would beat the other fellow every time. 
(Applause.) And let me say I! believe there is 
perhaps no more important feature than this 
that enters into the selection of our judges. 
Our system of agricultural edueation all over 
this continent bas fallen down to some extent, 
and hasn't got the confidence and the support 
of a great body of our farmers, for remember 
after all the percentage of farmers’ sons who 
attend agricultural colleges ts far too small: 
it is far teo small for the success of farming 
in the future, and it is becanse we hare had too 
many men of academic character iustructing in 
agricultural colleges and judging at exbibi- 
tions, 

There are two things we have got to keep in 
mind if we are ever going to make a success 
of agricultural education and agricultural things, 
and that is to keep in mind the practical end 
of the business as well as the theoretical. The 
man who has only learned by his own experience 
has got a vielent contempt for the fellow trying 
to learn ont of a book, and the man who bas a 
theory of the business generally assumes a sort 
of superior air when be comes to the fellow who 
has to work it out to earn a living. What we 
want in agricultural education is to combine 
these two things. We have get to combine these 
two things before we make a success. 

If I had my way I wenld not allow anybody 
to teach in an agricultural college anywhere 
who bad not farmed and successfully farmed 
and made a living at the job. (Loud applause.) 

When I was a boy I used to go to all the 
meetings that I conld possibly go to where men 
were making public speeches from which I 
thought I might be able to learn something, and 
when I lived in the l’revinee of Ontario as a 
farmer’s boy I never lost an opportunity to at- 
tend a farmers’ institute meeting or any meet- 
ing of that kind. A little incident happened 
in a meeting that I attended a good many years 
ago that impressed itself very strongly on my 
mind. It was in the days when our Ontario 
Agricultural College—than which there is no 
better agricultural educational tnstitution any- 
where in the world, and if you know of any 
More territory than that I will take it in, 
too (laughter), becanse this institution has 
furnished instructors for a great many agricul 
tural instructors all over this continent, but 
there were in the early days of the Ontario 
Agricultural College times when they had to 
beg for students; they did not bave the farmers’ 
confidence. And then they went about getting 
his coufidence in the wrong way, by recruiting 
their studentS from towns and cities, and even 
bronght some over from England, from towns 
and cities, there to give them instruction in 
agriculture, And then they did the worst thing 
they could possibly hare done, they turned these 
fellows loose on an unsuspecting farming pub 
lic to give them some instruction in agricul- 
ture. I remember listening to one of these 
fellows, who was a gold medalist of the col 
lege, and knew all the theory there was in the 
books, and one night be was talking on feeds 
and feeding, and I don't know but be perhaps 
bad more information on the chemistry of foods 
than Henry bimself had. And be gave us a 
lot of information that was more or less useful 
and that was more or less entirely beyond us, 
and as long as he stayed at the chemistry of 
the business all we could do was to sit tight 
and grab something when we could as he went 
aloug. But he forget bimself for a moment 
and began to discuss food values, and the 
trouble with bim about food values was that he 
never fed anything that ate hay or any kind 
of fodder. He hadn't seen Sow those things 
would work out, except as contained :in a book 
on food values or something of that kind. And 
in discussing food values he mentioned turnips, 
and he was speaking in a Scotch settlement, and 
he said they had practically no food value at 
all. I knew better than that because I bad 
fattened steers on oat straw and turnips, and 
the oat straw poorly thrashed at that. I knew 
they must have some fool value. I knew there 
were some Scotchmen in the room that knew 
more than I did, and I saw one old fellow be- 
gin to play with the whiskers, which was always 
a danger signal (laughter), and the young fel 
low said: “I have got the proof that turnips 
have no food value, because when analyzed they 
ave shown to be composed of over ninety per 
cent water.”” And the old man could net stand 
it any lenger. Ile gave the whiskers an extra 
jerk and he said: “Yes, my sou, but it’s 
damned good water.” (Langhter.) 

I made up my mind then that if we had some 
way of combining the practical knowledge the old 
man had won by bis experience in that locality 
with the train'ing and education that the young 
fellow bad we would get somewhere, and I 
made a resolve, when I became Minister of Agri- 
culture in my provinee, and that was that no 
man would ever go out to talk to any community 
of farmers in the TIrevince of Alberta who had 
not done the thing he was going ont to talk 
about. (Applause.) And I have kept faith 
with them for the last eight or nine years. No- 
body has ever gone out under the auspices of 
my department—and, remember, most men who 
have gone out have been graduates of agricul 
tural colleges—but I have selected only men 
who have made good on their own farms and 
were able to make a living at it, Amd I have 
manned my department by going ahout Canada, 
and in one case over to the United States, where I 
took a man off a farm in the State of Wisconsin, 
a man who for six or-seven years bad mare a 
splendid snuecess of farming, himself an agri 
erltural college graduate. I went to bis farm 
one Sunday afternoon, and before I left I 
persuaded him to lease his farm for a given 
sum and come over with us inside of thirty 
days. That was three years ago. He is with us 
yet. 

I went down to the Trevince of Ontario and 
took one o. the best shert-horn breeders in On 
tario and one of the very best Flolstein breeders 
of Ontario off their farms, persuading them to 
sell them and come to my department.

Dear Sir—We have read with much interest 
the several letters and references to the “‘New 
Idea.”’ and are greatly pleased to see that an 
active interest is taken In the betterment of the 
carnival business. 

is controversy recalls to mind a project 
which came, very near materializing two summers 
ago, and was conceived and promoted by one of 
the few men, in my opinion, capable of handling 
just such a venture.

In this advertisement J. A. Darnaby invited 
seven showmen of reputation to join him in a 
venture, which, upon careful investigation, in- 
terested such men as Con T. Kennedy, H. R. 
Raver. Henry Marks and at least one other 
prominent business man. 

If I recall correctly. Mr. Darnaby at that 
time gave out the details of his plans and sug- 
gested that others really interested In bettering 
po carnival condition consider a like organiza- 
tion. 

J. A. Darnaby planned to have one large can- 
vas, seating 3.000 people. where a first-class 
opera company would give a tabloid opera twice 
daily, at 1:30 and 7:30 p.m. There was to be 
standing room for at lenst one thousand free, 
only selling the seats. This attraction was to 
be owned jointly by the organization comprising 
the seven showmen. 

Each man interested was to own a show as, 
for instance, on the burlesque circuit, but to be 
built after the plans laid down by the manage- 
ment. There was to be «© mammoth ‘Sport 
Show,” under the direction of a man like James 
J. Corbett: and here many contests and exhibi- 
tions were to be given under Y. M. C. A. aus- 
vices. A trained animal show along entirely 
new lines would have undoubtedly proved a 
big card. Not only was there to be a rare ex- 
hibit of wild and tame animals, birds and other

animal features, but a lecturer and trainer to 
demonstrate the art of training the different 
animals, making the animal show an educational 
exhibition. A Midget City along entirely new 
lines, I think, would have proven one of if not 
the most attractive entertainment ever offered 
by a carnival organization. A moving picture 
studio, showing the taking, making and de- 
veloping of p. tures, with a daily contest with 
local people, looked like a big winner, and in- 
terested one of the best producers of moving 
pictures in this country. There were one or 
two other new ideas. 

The mutual and co-operative plan was to in- 
sure every man interested an equal share in the 
profits of the entire organization. For instance, 
Mr. Darnaby hdd worked out a plan whereby the 
showman who failed to have a good week while 
another feasted would share accordingly, and, 
in the end. all interested managers would share 
in everything, even to the concessions. It was 
the ‘‘New Idea’ that failed to fully materialize 
for the reason, as I understand it, J. A. Darnaby 
had a flatterin~ offer for the season, and, hav- 
ing had some experience with the war in Canada, 
decided it was an inopportune time to start this 
venture. Plans had reached the point of leas- 
ing buildings, and even a dozen contracts had 
been signed by Y. M. C. A. organizations and 
Commercial Clubs in the West. J. A. Darnaby 
is one of the few men, I think, fully equipped 
with a knowledge of every branch of the busi- 
hess, a diplomat and a gentleman, and can at 
once gain the confidence of a committee quicker 
and more solidly than any man I ever knew, 
principally because he bears an enviable repu- 
tation. One of the Peoria papers recently 
stated that J. A. Darnaby had a wider personal 
acquaintanee in Missouri, Indiana and Hlinois 
than any politicians in the States, and with the 
very best people in every community. 

In all likelihood this venture will be aban- 
doned by this gentleman in view of the recent 
affiliation and partnership with H. B. Marks,

Negotiating for the Purchase of Loco- 
motives 


Leavenworth, Kan., Dec. 21.—In an interview 
with several prominent officials Colonel Parker 
today expressed the belief that if the negotia- 
vions he is carrying on with certain parties for the 
securing of several locomotives for 1918 material- 
ize he has solved the railroad situation as far 
as Parker's Greatest Shows are concerned. 

“It is my present intention,’’ stated Mr. 
Parker, ‘‘that Parker’s Greatest Shows will be 
the largest carnival company on wheels in 1918, 
What I mean by this is that unless all indica- 
tions fail th°re will be from forty to fifty cars 
required to transport Parker’s Greatest over the 
road. 

“The railroad situation is not promising, and 
confidential advices have reached me stating that 
the shortage of locomotives and labor, that is, 
train crews, will make it next to impossible for 
many of the smaller organizations to get over the 
Of course, the situ- 
ation may change, and I hope it will, but I am 

ot worried about Parker's Greatest Shows. I 
am now negotiating for the purchase of several 
locomotives, and believe that any of the roads 
will not object to their trackage being used if 
I furnish my own train crew, locomotive and 
ears. In fact, I have it from good authority 
that some roads will entertain the proposition 
—they merely furnishing the pilot—and permit 
my train to use their roadbed and trackage for $1 
per flat m'!c. Thus it will be even a saving to 
me, irrespective of the fact that I shall have to 
carry and poy my train crew, paying them the 
best salary possible, and they actually only work 
one day per week, 

“IT have kept quiet up to now and have not 
said very much for general publication, and those 
who know me undoubtedly know me well enough 
to know that unless my plans relative to this 
subject were pretty well advanced that I would 
not even now express myself. Of course, con- 
ditions may change by the time the summer sea- 
son opens, and, aside from the various canton- 

ent interests I control,at a great many of which 
concrete and steel buildings are now in course 
of construction to harbor my amusements, I feel 
confident that Parker's Greatest Shows, when it 
leaves my factory in the spring. will prove an 
innovation to the outdoor amusement business 
in more ways than one.’’ 

Colonel Parker further stated that if present 
prospects were carried eut Parker's Greatest 
Shows would move in two sections, with no less 
than twenty cars in each section. He is very 
optimistic over next season’s prospects, and the 
factory is running overtime filling the numerous 


orders received for outdoor amusement pasi- 
phernalia. 

That the Colonel is not daunted by any con- 
dition was again forcibly illustrated this week 
when the coal pile began running low. Coal in 
Kansas is almost impossible to secure, but the 
Colonel purchased several hundred cords of 
wood, and wood is now used almost exclusively 
for heating as well as lighting the factory and 
otfices. While the boiler is kept going twenty- 
two large wood-burning stoves have been in- 
stalled in the various departments, and every 
possible comfort of the men is being catered to. 

Among the visitors at the Parker factory dur- 
ing the past week was F, L. Flack, manager of 
the Northwestern Shows, who called to see his 
new three-horse-abreast carry-us-all finally tested 
and shipped out. Mr. Flack paid spot cash for 
his machine, and when paying the balance took 
Mr. Parker at his word and paid part of this in 
the shape of Liberty Bonds. 

David Lachman, of the Lachman & Lewis 
Shows, was a caller at the Parker factory on 
Yusiness, and Fred Shew, of Grandview, Ia., is 
at present a guest of Mr, Parker. Rapid progress 
has been reported on the various new shows now 
in course of construction, and the quarantine 
having been lifted from Camp Bowie now makes 
Como and Joyland parks at Fort Worth a mecca 
for the recruits once more,

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WHAT CANADA DOES FOR FAIRS 
AND EXPOSITIONS

important. A man can learn all there is to 
know, that is the most there Is to know, not all, 
but be cap learn enough about farming to make 
, good farmer without going to the agricul- 
tural college. And he can learn a great deal 
about live stock without baving any training. 
It will take bim sixty or seventy years to do 
it, but it can be done, (Laughter.) Bur life 
s only a brief period of time, and it is a lot 
better in any business, especially in the business 
of agriculture, to learn a little by the experi- 
enee of the other fellow as well as to spend all 
your time on your own experience learning it 
that way. (Applause.) And, after all, training 
in agricultural colleges is, or should be, simply 
jearning by the other fellow's experience. That 
ix, the instruction that is given in them should 
be the experience of other men who have been 
operating land in that part of the country and 
who have been raising live stock. 

1 also think it very important to have meet- 
ings of these judges, especially your local men 
in your own State or your own Province, oc- 
casionally; have them get together for three or 
four days or a week prior to the opening of 
the fairs to discuss the particular type and 
particular characteristics, in order that all the 
men going out to judge short borns, or judge 
lercher@ns or judge Angus, may keep in mind 
some uniform system of judging. There will 
be the reversal of decisions. We are always 
glad to bave that, because it is an educational 
value in itself, but so that these men will get 
some uniform type in their mind, in order that 
their judging may perhaps be a little better 
done than if they had not come together, 

The practical man with the training is the 
kind of man we want to get to do the judging 
at our fairs, and I think that the judging is 
something, if the fair is to bave the real edu- 
eational value for which we spend the money— 
and that should be the only reason why we 
spend the money on exhibition—I think that is 
something for which we want to get the very 
best and the most practical and most capable 
men; let them band out the awards. 

1 came into this meeting when the gentleman 
who just sat down was speaking, and I lis- 
tened with interest to some things he had to 
say, and from what he said after I came in I 
sort of got the idea that it was the plan of 
this convention that your fairs and associations 
and organizations would be able to do seme- 
thing, and are willing to do something with a 
view to helping the Department of Agriculture 
of this country in Its war work. Now I see 
no reason why fair organizations should not 
be and could not be exceedingly useful in that 
particular. I may say that our fair organiza 
tions in our province, in the larger cities where 
we hold the larger fairs, they are joint stock 
companies organized under the statute for the 
promotion of an exhibition, with a manager 
employed, but im the country districts the small 
fairs consist of agricultural societies which en- 
roll in their membership from 150 to 250 of the 
farmers who live in that locality, as well as the 
business men. And we are utilizing in our prov- 
ince and they are doing so in every prov- 
ince in Canada the agricultural societies for 
the promotion of the necessary war work in 
connection with agriculture. 

I am leaving tonight for home to attend a 
meeting of delegates from all the agricultural 
societies In Southern Alberta to be held on 
December 11, and on December 19 I am going 
to meet in Edmonton with representatives from 
the agricultural societies in Northern Alberta 
to discuss primarily the increased production of 
hogs. because we are told by the Food Com- 
mission of both these countries that as a mat- 
ter of fact France is depending today upon 
North America for an increased production of 
fats in order to save the lives of the civilian 
population of that country, so that we esteem 
it a patriotic duty that the farmers of our 
country shall increase their production of hogs 
this year. 

I started my Live Stock Commissioner out 
before I left to buy anywhere from 600 to 1,000 
sows suitable for breeding, in order that we 
would have them to turn over to farmers who 
would be willing to repurchase them from us 
during the next two months to increase their 
pork production during the next year. 

This is a business it is necessary to do, and 
so far as the price of bogs and the price of 
grain are concerned that does not enter into 
the matter at all. It does not make any dif- 
ference how dear grain is.or how cheap hogs 
are. If it is necessary during the next twelve 


months to produce hogs to save the lives of the 


civilian population of France, who gave every 
ablebodied man in their country to fight for 
the same kind of freedom that we enjoy in this 
North American continent, then it is up to every 
farmer on this continent to raise more hogs if 
he has to sacrifice te entire wealth be has 
created in the last te years. (Great and con- 
tinued applause.) 

And it seems to me that there ought to be no 
question about the production of the necessary 
kind of foodstuffs required in this war if the 
food controllers will inform the different prov- 
inces of Canada and the States of the Union as 
to the (sing they want. And I have confidence 
enough in the farmers of our country and your 
country to belleve that tbey will undertake it 
just as enthusiastically as our soldiers have 
undertaken the gallant fight that they have 
made in the battle line, and that no man will 
regard any sacrifice too great to make; that he 
will not consider for one moment the small, 
paltry, petty sacrifice that he might have to 
make in feeding a few bogs on corn that per 
baps is too dear just now to feed them at a 
profit. If that thing is necessary to do in this 
war then I think that the people of our coun- 
try only need to have this pointed out to them, 
and then they will do it without apy question 
and without any doubt. 

And I am very glad to have been here just 
when you appointed this committee, because I 
am sure this committee will bring in strongly 
worded resolutions that this representative body 
of men assembled here today shall go back to 
your respective fair associations and make that 
association the center of an effective organiza- 
tion in your agricultural district, not to carry 
on just a campaign of public speeches, not just 
carry on a campaign of agitating for the greater 
production of fats thru the quick raising of 
hogs—we are producing bogs for this purpose, 
because they can be produced more rapidly than 
any otber fat producing animal—that you will 
not simply make an agitation, but you will 
undertake continually in your district to have 
produced so many more hogs next year so that 
when they are all added up we can convey to 
France before time at least approximate figures 
of what we are prepared to do to save the wom- 
en and the boys and the girls who have been the 
agricultural operators of that country since 
every ablebodied man has gone to war. (Great 
applause.) ’ 

And I am glad and pleased to come here this 
afterfioon if it were for no other purpose than 
to get better acquainted with you people in 
this country, since you have joined us in the 
struggle that is now going on for the liberty 
of humanity in Europe. I am not going to 
talk about the war, but as this struggle in 
creases, as we see incidents such as that that 
bappened in Halifax yesterday, that are inci- 
dents in connection, just in connection with 
this war in Europe, and everybody stands aghast 
at that thing because it was the means of de- 
stroying thousands of human lives in our own 
country and at our very door. But it is a 
very, very emall feature of the tremendous 
struggle going on across the water. It is a 
very, very snial] thing compared with the loss 
of life that bas been going on for the last three 
or four years. 

I don’t know when this war will end but 
it can only end when the time comes when we, 
as citizens of this North American continent. 
can guarantee to every country in Europe the 
same kind of freedom and the same kind of 
liberty that we enjoy here. (Great applause.) 

But I believe that before it does end, not 
only every family, but every man and woman 
on this continent will have to make some sacri- 
fice, and maybe no inconsiderable sacrifice, be- 
fore this war is over. And I know of no better 
organization to promote that kind of spirit thru- 
out the country than the organization that I 
am addressing this afternoon. And I hope that 
you will pass the kind of resolutions that will 
send every delegate home determined that every 
man and woman will be given an opportunity 
in this country to do their duty. As to the 
men and women who lived on farms in Belgium 
before the war, and who were, as the late Right 
Hon. W, E. Gladstone said, for twenty-five years 
an example to the rest of the world on how best 
to live, because Belgium was one of the most 
delightful agricultural countries in the world, 
we wust guarantee to them and to the people 
of Northern France, these farmers that are 
left, with the remnant of their households, the 
right to come back and rebuild their homes on 
their land again, no cowardly nation ever again 
daring to make them afraid. (Great applause, 
the convention rising and cheering.)

Secretary Rembusch Urges Exhibitors To Join 
Now— Important Announcement. To Be 
Made Shortly by the American 


Exhibitors’ 


Association 


Indianapolis, Dec, 24.—One of the questions 
that every exhibitor is interested in is: Just 
how will the two national organizations of mo- 
tion picture exhibitors amalgamate? 


The convention of Allied Exhibitors’ Organiza- 
tions in Washington, D. C., December 11 and 12, 
appointed a committee which is charged with 
finding a plan upon which the two national or- 
ganizations can agree and unite into one body. 

The American Exhibitors’ Association was 
founded in Chicago because of many things which 
are now of the past, and it is agreed, for the 
sake of harmony, not to be mentioned in the fu- 
ture. But one great principle that caused the 
separation was that the Motion Picture Ex- 
hibitors’ League did not have a constitution and 
by-laws that gave just and equitable representa- 
tion to the exhibitors in every part of the 
country. 

Tho constitution and by-laws of the American 
Bxkibitors’ Association gives each State and 
large city a more equitable representation, so 
that the power of the organization, especially 
the voting power, is more evenly and widely dis- 
tributed. 


It would be unwise if both organizations did 
not take advantage of the amalgamation plan to 
form the very highest type of organization for 
the best interests of the organized exhibitor. 

Furthermore, there must be something more 
tangible and substantial to bind the united ex- 
hibitors than the mere payment of dues, We 
have all been dead wrong in this matter, We 
go out and beg for dues and an exhibitors’ or- 
ganization should not be a begging affair. There 
have never been enough dues paid into the na- 
tional organizations to run the organizations. 
There must be something more definite given 
than a paid-up card. Speaking as one of the 
originators of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of America I can reiterate what I said 
above, and furthermore that it is very discour- 
aging as a general thing for an exhibitor to be 
the officer or ‘head of a local or national body 
because he is put in the position of a beggar 
who begs for dues, and the result is that he in- 
variably gets very little response, and if he 
has incurred any expense in postage or office 
hire he generally has to pay that expense him- 
self, because he has the honor of being the presi- 
dent or secretary of an exhibitors’ organization, 
and many times exhibitors are ungrateful enough 
to believe that he is fattening his purse. There 
has been a good deal of graft, stock jobbing and 
poker playing with the economics of this in- 
dustry, but I will positively go on record as be- 
lieving that ne one has ever to any extent, in 
fact I know of no instance where the exhibitor 
has misused the funds that came in from dues 
to his organization. The percentage of funds 
that have come in in that way has been small, 

But the past is behind us.- This industry is 
making history, and events are going to move 
quickly, provided the exhibitor is awake and 
able to see his opportunities, There are forces 


at work in this industry that mean relief or 
ruin. No one man can stop these forces, but they 


can all be brought together to flow in the same 
common channel in a united industry. 

The first step is for every exhibitor to take a 
renewed faith and inspiration from the Wash- 
ington convention. Join your organization and 
pay your dues and become intensely interested 
in the economics of this industry. We must 
think nationally while we work out our own 
problems locally. There is no question but that 
many of us are facing ruin. A business, how- 
ever, is like an individual—it takes the acid test 
to bring out the best in us. Therefore, we must 
all display better showmanship. Instead of work- 
ing a few minutes, as you did in the good old 
days five, six or seven years ago, we must work 
every hour of the day, and those who do that 
will survive, no matter what their conditions 
are, 

We would advise everyone to come into our 
organization at once, because this amalgamation 
committee that was appointed at the Washington

SECRET SERVICE SERIAL 
Chief Flynn’s Picture Now Being 
Filmed 


New York, Dec, 22.—The Eagle’s Eye, a new 
serial founded on the story of the activities of 
the Imperial German Government's spies in this 
war during the past three years, written by 
William J. Flynn, chief of the United States 
Secret Service, is being rapidly produced by the 
Whartons at their studio in Ithaca, N. Y.

Railroad Officials 


New York, Dec. 22.—Last week's Billboard 
published an account of a personal interview H. 
R. Polack had with the officials of the Pennsyl- 
vania Read at Pittsburg recently regarding the 
possibility of its lines being able to transport 
circus and carnival companies next season. In 
that interview it was made plain that the shows 
could not look to that source for transportation, 
and today Mr. Polack received the following let- 
ter, Which confirms the interview:

A week or two ago it was reported that the 
Canadian Government at Ottawa had issued

“The heavy demand made upon the railways 
for mavement of war supplies and troops in ad- 
dition to essential domestic traffic and travel 
is such that we have been compelled to avoid 
all movements which are not absolutely neces- 
sary. We are also confronted with a fnel 
shortage which, bad as it is now, will probably 
become worse as times goes on, and weather 
and other conditions are not improved. It was. 
therefore necessary to discontinue the opera- 


_ tion of all special paexenger trains, excepted in 


cases of extreme emergency, in addition to 
eliminating a great deal of regular passenger 


service, as is now being done in the United 
States. 
“It will probably be found when the time 


comes that the traffic to which you refer can 
be moved on regular trains with very little, if 
any, disadvantage or inconvenience to those 
concerned.,”’

Dear Mr. Hilliar: 

Replying to your very courteous letter. It will 
afford me unbounded pleasure from time to time 
to contribute to your department in The Bill- 
board, under caption Magic and Magicians, and 
as the oldest magician in actual service I hope 
to be able to offer something readable for the 
craft, 


I just had a little experience which might be 
of interest to magicians who find themselves in 
a “tight hole” and will show what a little en- 
ergy (‘‘seasoned with undaunted nerve and de- 
termination’’) will bring orth. 

Last October I received a wire from my real 
friend, Chas. W. Parker, to join him in a 
trip to Ft. Worth, Tex., ostensibly with a view 
to taking charge of his big park near the can- 
tonment there, called Como Park, but after look- 
ing the situation over I declined the proposition 
from the fact it was more responsibitity than I 
cared to assume, so I was practicatly ready to 
come back home, but finally consented to make 
Demi.g dor Mr. Parker, to ald his agents in 
perfecting arrangements for Joyland Carnival 
Co. there, So after this was done I was also 
done, and thanking Mr. Parker for his extreme 
kindness (for he is certainly a prince of good 
fellows) I was ready for home. But now be- 
gins the experience, 

I remained in Deming a couple of weeks just 
because the conditions were favorable for good 
companionship, pleasant warm weather, good ho- 
tel, etce., until all traces of the show were a 
thing of the past, and when it came about time 
to come back bome I found myself a Jittle short 
of funds to make the bomeward trip and was on 
my way to the telegraph office to wire for money 
when the thought struck me, suppose I had no 


bank to wire to for funds, what would I do? 
And the more I thought about It the more I made 
up my mind to consider myself broke among 
comparative strangers and nothing but expe- 
rience and dominant determination at the helm 
to guide me, so I whirled on my heel and went 
back to my hotel to decide as what was best to 
do, but with a determined resolution that come 
what may (except sickness) I would thoroly 
test my rustling qualities to the last ditch be, 
fore I would wire for money. 9 


And here are several things I was considering 
doing: First I thought of making a street pitch 
and do some “hanky panky magic,"’ and sell 
some medicine or novelties, Next I thought! 
well, I know how I can drag off a nice little 
plece of easy money by playing billiards with the 
soldiers and civilians, and, in fact, I did start 
taking some of this kind of money, bot I felt 
that it was not just the right thing to do, as 
thousands of these soldier boys are green country 
lads who are just from the farm or from country 
towns, and while I knew there was no chance 
for me to lose, for I had “felt them alt ont for 
over two weeks and knew jost where I was at, 
I concluded to try something more desirable to 
my conscience, and then it was that I made 
up my mind to tackle the biggest theater in 
town, the Teal Theater, which seats 2/480 peo 
ple and is managed by Raymond Teal, who is 
running a very successful musical comedy show 
with a ballet of forty girls and doing a tree 
mendous business. So I thought I would first 
try him and if I could not make it I would try 
some of the picture houses. So I hiked down to 
the theater, and this is the conversation that 
took place: 


“Mr. Teal, how would you like to intersperse 
(mind you, not strengthen) your show with 
en up-to-date turn of magic? My name is An- 
dress, the oldest living. magician of the * 
school,’’ etc. 


“Well, Mr. Andress, if I did not know you I 
would say ‘Nothing doing.’ But, possibly, I 
may consider you a little later on. Where is 
your show now, and where are you sbowing’” 
ete. l 


And right here I felt that it was onty Joust 
to him and myself to tell him the etraight of the 
whole thing, which I did, i, e., that 1 had only 
my two hands and sixty years of experience, 
and after a moment's thought and considerafion 
le replied: 

“Mr. Andress, if you bad the show here that 
you had in Hot Springs last winter I would like 
to book you for a week, but I had a magician a 
few wecks back who left a bad taste in the 
mouths of the people ‘and F am afraid to pet 
you on the way thinge are at the present.” 

But, undaunted, I came back at him thay: 

“Mr. Teal, put me on for a half week and if 
I don't make good close me the first night 
without pay.” ‘ 

“Well, whet would you want in the way of 
salary for a half week?’ 

To which I remarked: “Seventy-five dollars, if 
I make good.”’ 


“AM right, you may try It next Sunday mat- 


inee.’* 


But I chose a week later, which was agreed 


upon, This gave me over a@ week to prepare for 
the experiment. I could not send home for ap- 
paratus, for no one would know what to send, 


and I did not want any one to handle my stuff, 


so I went to the tin shop and made up some 
pretty sure-shot stuff and then went Into train- 
ing in my room with carfls and other stuff, and 
when I opened I was to run twenty minutes, aod 
Mr. Teal was standing in the flies and told me 
to take a five-minute encore, and as I was out 
of magic I put on a monolog, and that 1 
made good Mr. Teal's letter, which I. berewith 
enclose, is self-explanatory. And I plagrd 2 
week, and then did several picture houses in 
nearby mining camps, and came home with the 
“Jack,’’ and found nearly 500 bushels of wheat 
and 8,000 bushels of corn ready for market.

CARL LAEMMLE THROWS LIGHT 
ON BIG MONEY PICTURE TALK 


(Continued from page 3) 


the announcement that the highest salary ever 
aid by the Universal to an actor or actress was 
$1,500 a week, and adds that that was paid only 
a short time. In brief, Mr. Leammle’s inter- 
view is very different from the usual stories of 
moving picture suecesses which come from the 
press agents and the officials and which invari- 
ably picture wealth and prosperity beyond all 
dreams of avarice. Mr. Laemmile says: 

“Much of the misunderstanding that exists 
between various branches of the picture industry 
at the present time is due to the fact that some 
of us have been afraid to tell the truth about 
ourselves and our conditions. For the same rea- 
son there is a misunderstanding between the gen- 

a! public and the people in the picture busi- 
ness. 


} “Every business concern, including picture 
companies, has a deadly fear of being considered 
| anything but the richest company in its line of 
' business. All of us are guilty of letting the 
public (including the exhibitors, too) think that 
we have the fattest bank rolls imaginable and 
| tune nothing short of an earthquake can shake 
our foundations. On the theory that ‘nothing 


sueceeds like success,’ we have deliberately let 
the public think that the moving picture business 
is a gold mine. 

“We have all concealed our failures and our 
losses, but have made a great noise about our 
successes, Our press men are allowed to tell 
about the big pictures that net a profit of 
$100,000 or $1,900,000, but they are never allowel 
to print a word about the many pictures that 
net us as great a loss, or a greater one. The 
people love to hear abont success, even tho it is 
noc their own, They don’t like to hear about 
auton. because they are not so interesting to 
alk abgut. r 

“But'after they have been fed up on this suc- 
cess stuff, after thay have contracted mental in- 
digestion eating up stories about the making of 
millions, they finally turn against those whom 
they believe to be wallowing in wealth. They 
sour. And finally they build up an envious ha- 
tred of the supposed plutocrats, 

“That is where we all stand right now. I am 
speaking of all moving picture companies, By 
foolishly letting the people think what they like 
to think we have completely got out of touch 
with them and have lost their thetic in- 
terest. So far I have spoken of all companies. 

“But now, I will confine my remarks to the 
Universal and give you a few doses of the plain, 
brutal truth, in the hope that it may help a very 
bad condition. 

“The stockholders of the Universal company 
have not been paid a dividend, either on the pre- 
ft or common stock, for a year, 

“The officers of the Universal «company, in or- 
der to play fair with the stockholders, have 
purposely paid themselves much sma!ler salaries 
than the usual run of salaries paid to producing 
company executives. 

“The element of waste is lower in the Univer- 
sal, we believe, than in any company in the busi- 
ness. It took us years to cut out waste, but we 
Seaiy sercostes. 

ay the people are appalled at tlre $5,000 
to $10,000 per week salaries that aré paid to 
certain stars, and while this practice has made 
the whole world believe that picture producers 
are making wicked fortunes, the Universal hos 
never indulged in it. The highest salary we ever 
paid to any actor or actress was $1,500 per 
week—and that only for a short time. 

“In spite of the elimination of waste and ex- 
travagance our expenses have constantly ad- 
vanced so close to our gross income that we have 
not paid a cent of dividends in a year. 

“True, we have ‘made money.’ Oxnr books 
show some wonderful fiznres of big profits, but 
unfortunately they are all om paper or else they 
are in the form of stud‘os. negatives or equip- 
ment. We have paid for these out of eurnings, 
and we assumed that the time would come when 
we could turn earnings into dividends instead 
of equipment. But it hasn't. And prodably it 
won't, because every time we seem just ready 
to reach a dividend-pay'ng basis some new de- 
velopment comes along which compels us to re- 
invest and reinvest terrific sums eiiuer in nega- 
tives or new exe!"n-es or new markets or «« 
thing else unforseen, 

“We have been asked why we discontinued 
our one, two and three-reel program pictures. 
The answer is interesting: 

“An aud't of our books shows that in a recent 
six months’ period we lost $3.08 on every pos- 
itive reel of short stuff shipped from our plant— 
not on every negative reel. but on every positive. 
And in that period we shipped 24.810 such reels. 

“Shipped nearly 25,000 and lost over three 
dollars om every one of them. This has been 
going on for eighteen months, but every time we 
even hinted that we might discontinue the short 
stuf we received pleading letters from exhib- 
itors urging us to stand by the little exhibitor 
who needed the short stuff in his business. So 
we stuck to it and took our loss, thinking that 
anata tee loss tas profit by getting the

and less, hammering the price down and down 
until we finally had to quit releasing short stuff 
altogether, with the exception of scrials. week- 
lies and two comedies. Wep now have on our 
shelves 371.000 fect of perfectly good negatives, 
one, two and three reels in length. These are 
comedies and dramas. They cost us close to a

“So we are simply holding them in the 
that some day the exhibitors can pay us Ay 
rental price for the use of them. And I'll buy 
a house and lot for any exhibitor who can show 
me how to cash in on them right now! 

‘One day when Lee Ochs was in my office I 
asked him what he thoucht we averaged per 
day on renting a certain brand of pictures. He 
considered the matter a moment, figured what 
our probable expenses were and what we ought 
to average in renting each positive print per 
ry and then said: ‘I should guess about $20 
a J. 

“Then I showed him that the actual average 
was $9.87. 

“Mr. Ochs urged me to publish these facts, 
saying that it would open the eyes of the ex- 
hibitors and everybody else to the true con- 
dition of affairs in the producing and distribut- 
ing end of the business. And that’s one reason 
why I am doing so. 

“Stanley Mastbaum has proposed an amatga- 
mation as a remedy for existing evils. That 
may be possible, but I doubt it. Experience has 
shown me that every time there is a merger in 


the film business new companies spring up and 
recreate the same bad business, 

“TI think a better suggestion is, A NATIONAL 
FIGHT FOR MORE MONEY FROW THE PUR- 
LIC. The theaters at present are giving their 
Patrons better pictures, better music, better 
surroundings, better everything, but the advance 
in admission prices has been ridiculously LOW. 
In Russia, I am informed, the picture theaters 
charge as high asa dollar. In Germany. in Eng- 
land and in many other ceuntries the admission 
prices are everywhere from two to four times 
as much as the average American admission 
price, 

“I know that many will say: ‘It can’t be done. 
You don’t know the public. My territory !s 
different. I've tried and couldn’t put it over.’ 

“My answer is that it MUST be done: that I 
do know the public as well as any man ip the 
business; that your territory is not any different 
from other territories in principle, and that if 
you’ve tried and failed you'll have to keep on 
trying until you put it over. 

“One theater, such as the Rialto or Strand 
in New York, pays its stockholders more cash 
dividends than a worldwide produciing and dis- 
tributine corporation, such ag the Universal. 
This would be funny if it were not so serious. 
Imagine it! A tremendous organization, with 
offices in every part of the civilized world, with 
seventy exchanges in America alone, employing 
thousands of people. releasing between one and 
two million feet of positive reels of pictures 
every week, an organization with an almost un. 
believably huge income, is operating on such a 
close margin that it can not pay as much in 
dividends as one single lone theater. 

“I feel that we are entitled to a bi¢ share 
of the profits in this business, but we don’t get 
it. I feel that with our tremendons efforts we 
are justified in expecting to pay dividends to the 
Tniversal stockholders, provided we continue to 
keep our quality up at all times. But, as I 
said before. we have not paid dividends for a 
year, and I don’t see any chance of paying any 
unless we cet more money for our goods. And 
we can’t hope to get more until the exhibitors 
get more from the people. 

“While I have no right to speak for any other 
concern than the Universal, I feel convinced 
that the same condition which I bave described 
applies to nearly every producing concern in the 
business to a greater or less degree. 

“We have all kept a stiff upper lip and made 
a monumental bluff at boundless prosperity. By 
a foolish silence and a cowardly fear we have 
permitted the whole world to believe that all 
of us were coining money as in a mint. 

“TIT seriously an? solemnly venture the pre- 
diction that al! of us—the producers, the dis- 
tributors and the exhibitors—will become ripe 
for the receiver unless all of us get More money 
from the only source it is possible to get !t 
from—the public. 

The fate of the moving picture business has 
been in the hands of the producers in past 
years. But today it is in the hands of the ex- 
hibitors. If they get more money so they can 
pay more money for their goods we can all pull 
thru. If they don’t arouse themselves to this 
imperative necessity we can all get ready for 
the damndest crash that ever resounded in any 
industry in the land, 


“I am not squealing. I am not misrepresent. 


ing. I am publishing some plain truths which 
should have been published long ago, I have 
always been an optimist in this business. And 


the picture of conditions which I have painted 
is not a pessimistic one. On the contrary, con- 
ditions are, if anything, a whole lot worse than 
I have said. 

“Today the moving picture industry {ts closer 
to disaster and death than it has been in the 
past ten years. It needs and must have an 
operation that will either kill or cure complete- 
ly. Raising all admission prices is the operation 
that will either kill something that is already 
very sick or else put it on its feet. We've got 
practically nothing to lose and everything to 
gain. Let's operate! 

“And let’s handle it without gloves! Don't 
tell the people that the war taxes are the only 
cause of your advance prices. They are only 
one of many causes. Tell them the plain truth— 
that with expenses increased all along the line, 
as well as new taxes, you've got to get more or 
quit. Then they can’t accuse you of profiteering 
on the war tax or anything alse 

“It isn’t a pleasant job. No operation ever 
is. But it is a life saver, and it’s the only 
possible one at hand."’
